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INTERNATIONAL EVENTS—THE GRASS ROOTS LEVEL 

In fulfilling its mission to provide the United States with teams which 
will represent this country creditably in international competition, the 
U. S. Equestrian Team, Inc. is confronted with two basic responsibilities. 
The first is to assemble horses and riders to compete each year at the only 
three horse shows in North America given international status by the 
F.E.I. (the Pennsylvania National at Harrisburg, the National at Madison 
Square Garden, and the Royal Winter Fair at Toronto) and to compete 
every four years at the Olympic and Pan-American Games. Since the bur- 
den of providing teams was transferred a decade ago from military to 
civilian hands, the efforts of the U.S.E.T. have been chiefly concentrated 
on the selection and training of horses and riders for this particular pur- 
pose. 
The second responsibility confronting the U.S.E.T.—a responsibility 
shared by all horsemen in this country—is even more basic. This is to pro- 
vide events of international type in sufficient numbers to encourage riders 
to train themselves and their horses so as to enter and compete. It is only 
through a multiplicity of such events—through arousing a true “grass 
roots” enthusiasm—that horses and riders can be developed in quantity 
from which observers for the U.S.E.T. can make selections of the most 
likely prospects for our teams. 

The problem is difficult because, at the present time, equestrian events 
in this country are provincial in character. In comparing them with the 
events of the Olympic Games, which set the standard for international com- 
petition, one discovers that most of our jumping classes are held under the 
rules of the American Horse Shows Association, rather than those of the 
Federation Equestre Internationale; that besides the U.S.E.T.’s annual 
Wofford Cup, we have very few Three Day (Combined Training) Events. 
even of modified type; and that only a handful of shows offer Dressage 
classes. 

This year, recognizing the necessity for a broader base of selection, the 
U.S.E.T. has taken a number of steps designed to further this grass roots 
interest. In the Prix des Nations (Stadium Jumping) field it has entered 
the horses and riders working under Coach B. de Nemethy in the jumping 
classes of many of our major horse shows. It has recently offered a prize 
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for the best jumping course actually 
built at a horse show during 1957. 
It could well follow this up by spon- 
soring a clinic for designers of 
jumping courses, similar to that held 
by the British Show Jumping Asso- 
ciation, at which show management 
officials would discuss the theories 
of course building, work with a var- 
iety of actual obstacles, and super- 
vise the training of a jump crew. 
While there has been considerable 
Three Day Event activity in Cali- 
fornia, Colorado, Kansas, Missouri 
and Michigan, there has been only 
occasional interest in the East, the 
most promising section of all since 
it contains most of our organized 
hunts and most of the Pony Clubs 
whose training program has trans- 
formed Dressage from a terrifying 
thought into a familiar and feasible 
schooling exercise. The U.S.E.T. has 
recently moved to take advantage of 
this situation by appointing to the 
post of Technical Advisor for Com- 
bined Training Events, H. Stewart 
Treviranus, a member of the Canad- 
ian 1952 Three Day Olympic Team, 
who will help interested groups to 
organize and conduct such events. 
For some time at least the more 
advanced training leading up to the 
Grand Prix de Dressage is likely to 
be restricted to a comparatively 
small number of specialists compet- 
ing at a few of the larger shows. 
Their number is steadily growing. 
however, under the teaching of such 
experts as Stecken and Waetjen. 
The events and the rules develop- 
ed under the American Horse Shows 
Association suit our conditions and 
will undoubtedly continue to furnish 
the main body of equestrian compe- 
tition in this country. On the other 
hand we should all work to add to 
them the events of international 
type held under F.E.I. rules which 
will not only enrich the competitive 
picture at home, but will also enable 
us to be suitably represented abroad.

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Maine Chance Farm’s Jewel’s Reward Scores 
In Belmont Park’s Champagne Stakes 
Charles Johnson

It is difficult these days to compete with 
the U. S, government in spending and giving 
away money, but over the past fortnight 
and during the coming month the sport 
of horse racing will deserve credit for 

« trying. 

The managements concerned were able 
to scrape together nearly $800,000 to 
lavish on mere two-year-old Thorough- 
breds through the medium of such note- 
worthy cavalry charges as the Belmont 

#and Pimlico Futurities, the Garden State 

Stakes and the Champagne Stakes. This 
hardly rates notice with a government 
capable of spending a record $98,416,219, 
788 in a single semester, but it is a step 
in the right direction towards standards 
of financial nymphomania heretofore at- 
tained only by Saudi Arabian kings with 
oil royalties. 

If one juvenile colt could win all four 
of these prizes he would bank roughly 
$489,000 which would put the horse among 
the top 25 money-winners of all time and 
assure his owner’s children of a college 
education, One colt can not win all four, 
however, for the reason that the Belmont 
Futurity and Champagne have been con- 
tested and were won respectively by Jester 
and Jewel’s Reward. The plum that is the 
Garden State will be up for grabs a week 


from Saturday, on October 26, and the’ 


decision in the Pimlico Futurity will be 
rendered on Saturday, November 23. They 
are, in order, the first and second richest 
races in the world and its satellite. 

Needless to say, the colt which makes 
the most impressive showing in any com- 
bination of the four races is going tobe in 
line for racing’s two-year-old champion- 
ship of 1957. Raleigh Burroughs, the 
ancipital-witted scholar who so capably 
tenants this space when he is not pursuing 
bass with fly lure, has already delivered 
an essay here on Jester’s victory in the 
Belmont Futurity. As a refresher though 
it might be noted that the George D, 
Widener- owned colt in that one beat all of 
the leading juvenile contenders save Li’l 
Fella and Rose Trellis who were not el- 
igible for the Futurity. 


The Champagne at Belmont 
Last week end, they ran off the Cham- 
pagne at Belmont as the richest race ever 
offered in New York and it could have 





given us the key to the championship except 
for the fact that Jester was suffering from a 
small cut on his right ankle and was kept 
in the barn by Trainer Bert Mulholland. 

In his absence, Jewel’s Reward, a son of 
Jet Jewel-Belle Jeep bred and owned by the 
Maine Chance Farm of Mrs. Elizabeth 
Arden Graham, scored a determined vic- 
tory by a long neck over Wheatley Stable’s 
improving Misty Flight with Foxcatcher 
Farms’ Rose Trellis another length-and- 
a-half back in third place. Li’l fella, owned 
and bred by Jaclyn Stable and the favorite 
in the Champagne, was fourth. Consider- 
able significance can be obtained from 
studying this result as it was the first 
race for two-year-olds at the more reveal- 
ing distance of a mile and, equally im- 
portant, the first around a turn. (The Bel- 
mont Futurity is 6 1/2 furlongs down the 
Widener chute which, like Sputnik, can be 
viewed at times with the aid of a pair of 
ordinary field glasses). 


Jewel’s Reward 3rd Straight Victory 

It was the third straight and fourth 
stakes victory of the year for Jewel’s 
Reward. He accomplished it with verve 
though Jockey Willie Shoemaker had to 
keep him at it with his whip inthe exciting 
stretch run. Jewel’s Reward, a handsome 
chestnut of rather large and well-engin- 
eered proportions, seems to be the sen- 
sible type which is going to do no more 
than necessary to win. 

That he is cut out to be a good one is 
evident from the fact of the special atten- 
tion lavished on him from the start by 
Mrs. Graham, who may best be described 
as the Standard Oil of the cosmetics 
world. Mrs. Graham entered Jewel’s Re- 
ward in the 1956 Saratoga Sales, but when 
he failed to attract what she thought was 
satisfactory bidding, she herself bid him 
in for $3,500. Her interest continued to 
the extent that she personally planned and 
directed his training and racing until sev- 
eral weeks ago when she hired her 43rd 
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trainer in the person of the capable Ivan 
Parke. The high spot of her efforts was 
when Jewel’s Reward became the first 
horse to finish in front of Alhambra in the 
Washington Park Futurity. He has been 
sharp as jail house coffee since, while 
Alhambra , king of the mid-west juveniles 
this summer, has been running into diffi- 
culty with his pedigree since the distances 
increased to better than six furlongs. Al- 
hambra was sixth in the Champagne and 
immediately after the race his connections 
disclosed that he will be confined to sprint- 
ing for the rest of the year. 

Jewel’s Reward now becomes heir ap- 
parent to the two-year-old crown unless 
you want to wait until he meets Jester at 
a reute, or unless you accept the excuse 
made for Li’l Fella by Jockey Bill Hartack 
that he pinned his ears and “‘never ran 
his true race’’ in the Champagne. In that 
case you might care to know that Hartack 
is switching to Jewel’s Reward for the 
next heat, the Garden State. 

Getting back to the intoxicating subject 
of money, Jewel’s Reward has now amass- 
ed $234,295 and can well afford the 
$12,000 that it will cost to supplement and 
start him in the Garden State. He is al- 
ready eligible for the Pimlico Futurity 
and a victory in either of these two races 
will make him the richest juvenile winner 
in history, surpassing Hasty Road’s 
$277,132 of 1953, and, probably, the un- 
disputed champion of his division, Li’l

Steeplechasing At Belmont 
John E, Cooper 


57th Grand National 

When Neji won the fifty- seventh Grand 
National here on Tuesday, October 8th, 
veteran horsemen, slow to attach the ad- 
jective ‘‘great” to any horse, were talking 
just that way about the gelded son of 
*Hunters Moon 4th - Accra, Toting the 
highest weight since Bushranger’s Nation- 
al in 1936, Neji carried his burdea of 168 
lbs., for the three miles and a furlong in 
fetlock deep going, had trouble at the final 
jump, then recovered gamely and finished 
with courage to cross the finish line six 
lengths to he fore of Independence. 

Only five accepted the issue in this 
testing classic, which this year grossed 
$32,250, and each had claim to being of 
National calibre. Bottom weight, 132 Ibs., 
was assigned to His Boots, a double win- 
ner with victories in the 1949 and 1953 
editions of the National. Shipboard (163), 
the victor in 1956, Independence (150), the 
best five-year-old of the season, and the 
most consistent fencer of the year. Caste 
completed the field under 141 Ibs., and 
rated strong consideration off his recent 
form, and his race in the 1956 Indian 
River at Delaware Park, For a turn of 
the field Caste, with Scottie Riles in the 
saddle, went out to make the pace. Running 
easily and jumping well, he established 
a lead at one time of better than ten lengths. 
The other four ran closely grouped behind 
the leader. Going by the stands the second 
time, Caste still led by acomfortable mar- 
gin under a moderate pace. Rounding into 
the backstretch the last time, there was 
some closing up and going to the 12th 
fence, Caste’s lead was cut to about five 
lengths. Shipboard under a hustling ride 
from Albert Foot was closest, Neji, des- 
pite several poor fences earlier was next 
under Paddy Smithwick, while Tommy 





Walsh on Independence and His Boots with 
Bob McDonald were in close contention, 
Standing way back and jumping the next 
boldly, Caste unseated Riles. Going to the 
far turn, Independence gained on the others 
to take the lead, and loomed up as the 
horse to beat, but Smithwick went to the 
whip on Neji, and the Accra gelding res- 
ponded to take command rounding the turn 
and into the homestretch. Behind them, 
Shipboard and His Boots were doing their 
best, but barring accident, the race had 
narrowed down to the front two. 


Final Jump 

Increasing his lead going to the final 
jump, Neji went into the wings with a mar- 
gin of three or four lengths. However, at 
the final jump, he failed to rise properly, 
and many a heart in the crowd fluttered as 
the big chestnut tottered on landing. Fora 
brief moment his balance hung by a thread, 
His rider went way back and beyond his 
saddle, the dangerous moment went by and 
he started running again. Meanwhile, In- 
dependence had jumped well, got even with 
Neji, and might have had his nose in front 
for a tride or two. Then all the gameness 
and courage which have marked Neji’s 
career was demonstrated, as he gathered 
himself, and raced for the wire with 
authority. It was a magnificent perform- 
ance, and a beautiful ride, which again 
won for the Phipps’ gelding the title of 
**steeplechaser of the year’’. Independence 
bested His Boots and Shipboard for the 
place by almost two lengths. The latter 
two were locked in a head and head finish, 
His Boots lasting for third by a neck, 

For the first time in its long running, 
the National was run at a longer distance 
than previously. The distance of three 
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miles and a furlong being exactly ofe fur- 
long and seventy feet longer than the old 
distance. Time for the race was 6:15 1/5 
which automatically became a track re- 
cord, F 

In winning the National, Neji boosted 
his lifetime earnings to almost $200,000 
and now threatens Elkridge’s world re- 
cord of $235,000. His next engagement 
is in the rich Temple Gwathmey with the 
winner’s share estimated at close to 
$35,000. 


Tarboots Score Upset 

The day before, John M, Schiff’s four- 
year-old Tarboots scored an upset in 
a two and an eighth steeplechase, winning 
by three and a half lengths under difficult 
conditions underfoot. Six ‘chasers went 
postward with Landscaping making the 
pace. Falling early in the race, the favor- 
ite, Dromond, then went to the lead, close- 
ly followed by Pine Shot. After putting the 
latter away, Dromond, also a four-year- 
old, and conceding nine pounds to Tarboots, 
was unable to withstand the winner. Tar- 
boots increased his lead around the last 
turn and under a driving finish from Wil- 
lard Thompson was doing his best at the ~ 
end. Dromond was best of the others, with 
Pine Shot and *Hurst Park completing the 
field. Midway down the far side, Carthage 
with Jimmy Murphy at the reins, was 
four or five lengths off the leaders, but 
jumping carefully in the treacherous going, 
and apparently going well at the time, 
pecked his rider off. Tarboots time was a 
very creditable 4:03 1/5 for the going. 

On Wednesday, the day following the 
National, F, Eugene Dixon’s My Last Try 
won a nice race at the mile and a half 
distance over hurdles, Cut out for three- 
year olds only, Jimmy Hobales took him to 
the front early, and made very jump a 
winning one. For most of the way, Mrs. 
Vernon G, Cardy’s Tombigbee was closest, 
but gave way in he last hundred yards, 
as Mrs. Janon Fisher’s Sun Dog closed 
well to get within a length of the winner at 
the wire. 

The Cardy horse was third with Helian- 
themum fourth. Two disappointments in the 
running were Montpelier’s Benguala, 
which was a good winner earlier in the 
season, and John M, Schiff’s Romeo, which 
ran pounds off his best form. This race 
was interesting because it was a prep for 
the L. E, Stoddard at the United Hunts 
meeting next week, which is the top race 
of the year for three-year-old hurdlers. 
Run at a mile and seveneighths, it shapes 
up as an open race, for My Last Try car- 
ried 135 lbs., five more than Sun Dog. In 
winning, Hobales lost his ‘‘bug”’, and under 
the conditions of the Stoddard, My Last 
Try will have to give both Sun Dog and 
Tombigbee 15 lbs., 10 more than was the 
case in this race. Tombigbee ran well for 
a horse which has only been postward 
twice over hurdles, and should give the 
other two a real argument. 
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Prix de ‘Arc de Triomphe 1957 


Peter 

Nothing about the 1957 running of the 
mile and a half Prix de l’Arc de Triomphe 
threatened for one instant to descend to 
the commonplace. 

The announcement last spring that it 
would carry total prize money equivalent 
to 60 million francs set it apart in value 
from all other races on the European 
Turf. 

Then, in the middle of a tremendous 
publicity build-up, the unbeaten Italian 
champion Braque, who had undergone a 
very busy season, was withdrawn. Biggest 
shock and talking point of all, however, 
was the result itself with M. Raoul Meyer’s 
52-1 chance Oroso making well over 
150,000 people doubt their own eyesight 
on a warm, sunny afternoon in the Bois 
de Boulogne. 

Entries and forfeits paid by the owners 
of 119 horses from nine different countries 
actually swelled the total purse distrib- 
ution to over 70 million francs ( more 
than 175,000 dollars) and Oroso’s earnings 
for the Galeries Lafayette proprietor M. 
Meyer amounted to 50,055,000 francs plus 
four million extra francs as breeder's 
bonus. 

Chances of this smallish brown four- 
year-old by Tifinar pulling down such a 
sum appeared, before the race, tobe about 
as probable as drawing a winning ticket 
in the mammoth sweepstake which sub- 
sidised it. 

Oroso, winner of but four of his prev- 
ious 21 races and the only French chal- 
lenger to make no sort of show in a 
weak field for the King George VI and 
Queen Elizabeth Stakes, had been slammed 
by Tanerko over the full Arc de Triomphe 
mile and a half at Longchamp, a fortnight 
beforehand, Yet there was no fluke at all 
about his success in the big race itself. 

Tanerko, in addition to this afore- 
mentioned victory in the Prix du Prince 
d’Orange, had enjoyed a highly successful 
season and he was installed 7-4 favourite 
for the ‘‘Arc”’ in a field of 24 from four 
different countries. He had been third to 
the incomparable Ribot 12 months earlier. 
Talgo, second that day, was again in the 
field together with Mr. C, V. Whitney’s 
Career Boy who had been fourth and Fric 
which had run seventh. Oroso had been 
sixth, nearly a dozen lengths behind the 
Italian. 

Fisherman who had set such a sizzling 
gallop for Career Boy in that renewal 
was not missed for Poisson Volant set out 
to do the same thing presumably to assist 
his stablemate Tanerko, In actual fact he 
beat himself after nine furlongs and the 
favourite, who had as usual been nervous 
during the preliminaries, after ten. 

Tanerko had been driven into the lead 
when Poisson Volant dropped back but 
maintained his advantage until only just 
before coming into the straight where Or- 
oso went past him with the filly Denisy, 


Scott 
another outsider, in hot pursuit. 

A furlong from home Oroso had a half- 
length lead and held it to the finish in 
the excellent time of 2 min. 33.42 sec. 

M. Georges Wildenstein’s good looking 
chestnut three-year-old Balbo, hitherto 
regarded as a ten furlongs colt , ran a 
great race to be in the pace all the way 
and finish third, two lengths behind Denisy. 
Fourth was the fast closing Prince Taj, 
who had met with much bad luck when sev- 
enth in the Epsom Derby, and fifth Al 
Mabsoot, also owned by Prince Aly Khan, 
an erratic colt but occasionally a good one. 

None of the four overseas challengers 
finished in the first ten. Little Career 
Boy was soon trailing and never got into 
the hunt. Beset by training troubles and 
bad luck of one sort or another since his 
great effort against Ribot, it was not to 
his discredit that he should be far from 
the same colt that he was in 1956, 

Mr. John McShain’s big Irish four- 
year-old filly Gladness was another that 
could not go the pace. Of the Englishcolts 
Talgo was hopelessly drawn on the out- 
side and Pipe of Peace, brought up to the 
race on an interrupted preparation, flat- 


tened out after a mile- 
It is to be hoped that Career Boy’s 


failure will not discourage other American 
owners, as well as those from different 
parts of Europe, from challenging for this 
race in future years. 

The Prix de 1’Arc de Triomphe is gain- 
ing in international importance every 
year and a good showing in it will guar- 
antee the toughness, courage and temper- 
ament of a horse for the rest of his stud 
and racing career. 

Judging by results over the past few 
years it is now essential for the ‘‘Arc”’ 
winner to do three things. To keep close 
to the pace all the way in the fastest-run 
race of the European season. To tackle 
a descent which, if not as steepas Epsom’s 
Tattenham Corner, is more sustained; 
and to have sufficient stamina left for 
those last gruelling two furlongs of 
straight-in going that is often heavy and 


p) 
never better than soft. 

As a nervous test the Prix de l’Ac 
de Triomphe is probably the toughest in 
the World. The preliminaries are endless. 
First the racecourse stables - a haven of 
peace in most countries - are invaded by 
several hundred ‘“‘priveleged’’ spectators 
and the horses have to walk in and out a- 
mong them for sometimes half an hour 
before being marshalled into numerical 
order and led out into the still greater con- 
fusion of the parade ring. Finally comes 
the track parade itself. 

Three of the runners this year - all 
French horses - were virtually spent with 
nervous exhaustion before they reached the 
starting gate. Little Career Boy took all 
this and the transatlantic flight in his 
stride. 

No, do not blame Mr. Whitney’s colt on 
the score that he let down American racing. 
Remember him for what he did 12 months 
back and honour him for failing bravely

The Story of Slamerkin, Tail Female Ancestress 
of Nearco, Who Began Her Career in The Bowery

Part One 
The Bowery 

See a country road, sirs and fair ladies, 
green arched and shade flecked one hun- 
dred and eighty-five years ago in the lovely 
and historic spring of 1769. The sunshine 
touches it with the warmth of summer, and 
the last of the blossoms blow fragrantly 
across it, It is a quiet spot, and the hum- 
ming of bees among the fruit trees is 
plainly audible. A light dust stirs along the 
unpaved roadway, aroused by a two wheeled 
chaise, just gone by, whose presence is the 
only evidence that this road is especially 
chosen to be the thoroughfare of progress. 
Roads, like the men who build roads, come

It led towards the mansion of Peter 
Stuyvesant, and it was the highway for the 
fine estates of the neighborhood, Mount 
Bayard, the home of the Bayards, and 
Mount Pitt where lived the family of Doctor 
Jones, both houses surmounting elevat- 
ions, as their names testify. And itpassed 
by the noble Bowery House, the seat of the 
De Lanceys. 

As the road drew near to Bowery House 
lines of cherry trees began to march be- 
side it, and far across the cultivated fields 
of James De Lancey the East River gleam- 
ed. Bowery House itself was bought from 
Doctor Birley, with the eighteen acres of 
grounds in which it stood and, from among 
its lofty trees, surveyed a fine expanse 
of the farm. Here, for nine years, young 
Captain James, of much renown inwar and 
sport, had been the master. Here, not long 
since, he had brought his bride, Margaret 
Allen of the Allens of Allentown, New Jer- 
sey. Here the great jurist and governor 
his father had died; and here had lived his 
brother, John Peter, a soldier as famous 
as himself. The owner of Bowery House 
and its noted farm, had been born in the 
Island just thirty-seven years before the 
events which open our story. The death of 
his father had made him, at twenty-eight, 
the richest man in America. 

From first to last this Captain James 
De Lancey was a soldier of the Crown, and 
the rights and wrongs of his Kings made no 
difference to his fidelity: they were his 
Kings. He fought their wars with Sir Will- 
iam Johnson, and he and Colonel Massey 
were colleagues in the campaigne of 1755, 
when they defeated the French at Fort 
Niagara and compelled the surrender of 
the garrison. He was Aide to Abercrombie 
in the Ticonderoga Expedition in 1758. A 
graduate of Eton and Cambridge, brilliant 
and versatile, few phases of public service 
failed to enlist his interest. He was a 
statesman, as his fathers had been before 
him. He was a soldier and a sportsman, a 
landed squire and master farmer who did 
fine things for the agricultural life of his 
community. 

The new States lost more than they were 
then aware when this man found himself 
unable to reconcile his principles and his 
affections, declined to fight for his King 
against his neighbors, or for his neighbors 
against his King, and went back toEngland 
at the outbreak of rebellion there tospend 
the rest of his life. Much of his estate was 
sold, and the revenue sent to its owner 
at Bath. Part of it was confiscated by the 
Continental authorities, and subsequently 
disposed of under suchcircumstances that 
its value was sadly dissipated. 


The De Lancey Stud 
But, as it happened, the one possession 
which was to give De Lancey undying fame 
was left behind him in the New World; luck

As aprelude toSaturday’s International 
Gold Cup, the Rolling Rock Hunt Cup, with 
a purse of $2,500 went off with a half- 
dozen starters in the field, Shouldering the 
topweight of 152 pounds in the allowance 
race over 2 miles and 13 brush fences, 
Billing Bear was off well with his field and 
taken back a bit by James Murphy, as Miss 
Mary Rumsey’s Tall Mound vied for front 
honors with Mrs. Vernon G, Cardy’s 
*Montadet over the first 4 fences. After 
settling into stride, Murphy sent Billing 
Bear after the front-running *Montadet on 
approaching the 6th obstacle. The pair 
sailed this as a team, with the French- 
bred ‘chaser landing a head in front of 
the eventual winner, with Mrs. Ogden 
Phipps’ Out of Reach, making adebut over 
brush, landing a 1/2 length behind. 

With Billing Bear pressing, *Montadet 
led for the balance of the 13 fences and 
landed over the final obstacle a scant 
neck in front. Going all out in the uphill 
finish, Billing Bear and *Montadet matched 
strides, with the former showing ahead in 
front as they crossed under the wire. Going 
well in his first start over brush, Out of 
Reach, with A. P. (Paddy) Smithwick up, 
finished 3rd, 1 1/2 lengths in *Montadet’s 
wake and a neck in front of Mrs. A, J. 
Smithwick’s Crag. Tall Mound and Mount- 
ain Fox completed the field as named.

Cherwell Scores 

With none of the veteran steeplechase 
riders very eager to ride Cherwell in the 
A. M, Byers III Cup over timber, trainer 
Watters took the 10 pound apprentice al- 
lowance and named Levi Keen, a2l-year- 
oid apprentice from West Chester, Pa., as 
his rider. It proved a happy combination 
for all concerned, except the veterans 
who refused the mount. 





Fencing well, the half-brother to the 
redoubtable Elkridge permitted Mrs. A, 
H. Hutchinson’s Night Command and Miss 
Jane L. Flaccus’ Over Top to show the 
way, as the latter took out a few rails 
en route. Making his move after the 7th 
obstacle, Cherwell led over the 8th by a 
1/2 length, with Night Command leading 
Over Top by a similar margin. Following 
this, Cherwell increased his advantage to 
lead by 8 lengths from the 12th to the 
15th and final jump, as Over Topwas pull- 
ed up by Grover Stephens after showing 
signs of lameness after the 14th fence. 
Increasing his lead in the uphill stretch 
run, Cherwell moved under the wire 10 
lengths to the good of Night Command to 
score a consecutive victory in the Wednes- 
day timber feature. Going well for his 
apprentice rider, R. Beach, Miss Jane L. 
Flaccus’ Simple Samson finished 3rd and 
last, 8 lengths off Night Command. The 
winner negotiated the 2 1/2 miles and 15 
timber fences in 5:13 1/2 to give his 
rider an initial victory and drop 3 pounds 
from his apprentice allowance. 

Recently purchased from Arthur White, 
Lucky Trine brought F, Eugene Dixon, 
Jr.’s silks back to hunt racing in a vic- 
torious manner by capturing the Rector, 
a claiming race over hurdles which open- 
ed the program. Entered to be claimed 
for $4,000 the 7-year-old gelding had 
the saddle services of Harry Hatcher, 
contract rider for Arthur White. Familiar 
with his mount, Hatcher took Lucky Trine 
to the front at the break and never re- 
linquished his advantage. Shaking off a 
belated bid from C, A. Moore IIl’s *Bor- 
ghese and Melvin Ferral, the eventual 
winner cleared the 10th and final hurdle 
with a 3 length advantage over the French 
import and increased this in the stretch 
to win by 4 1/2 lengths under the top 
impost of 158 pounds. Best of the balance 
of 8 starters, *Borghese finished 1 1/2 
lengths in front of Mrs. VernonG, Cardy’s 
Rebel Coat. In scoring an initial victory 
for his popular owner from Philadelphia, 
Lucky Trine traveled the 1 3/4 miles and 
10 hurdles in 3:51 3/5.

Making her debut at a hunt race meet- 
ing, Llangollen Farm’s home-bred , Easy 
Stages, responded to an excellent ride 
from Melvin Ferral to win the Malcolm 
McGiffin Cup, a 1 1/2 mile test for maiden 
hurdlers. Taking command from Mrs. 
Ogden Phipps’ Ellis Island over the 3rd 
hurdle, Ferral kept the 4-year-old filly in 
front for the balance of the hourney to score 
by 2 lengths. Going well throughout, but 
unable to threaten the winner at the dis- 
tance, Major General Richard K, Mellon’s 
home-bred, Jackdow, finished 2nd , 4 
lengths in front of Thomas Glennon’s 
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Lorenzo, Although no spills were register- 
ed during the day, Public Domain “‘filled 
up’’, according to jockey Harry Hatcher 
and was pulled up while hurdling in an 
erratic manner, out of contention, In grad- 
uating from the maiden ranks, the 4-year- 
old filly by *Endeavour II-Saturday Off 
covered the 1 1/2 miles and 9 hurdles in 
3:22 over firm turf. 


The Ligonier 


The Ligonier, a 1-mile race over the 
turf closed the day of sport and Gala 
Dice from Arthur Godfrey’s Beacon Hill 
Farm was highly touted as a ‘‘good thing’’ 
shipped in from Waterford Park to make 
a shambles of his 7 competitors. Fit for 
the test and ably handled by G, Darlington, 
the Godfrey stable entourage failed to 
reckon with the hill-and-dale going, which 
is missing from the likes of Waterford 
Park. 

At the break, Harry C, Erb’s Best Ace 
got off well and showed the way as Major 
General Richard K, Mellon’s home-bred 
Breezewood, and Mrs. William Coxe 
Wright’s *The Saint II, followed as named, 
Running in Sth position, Gala Dice made 
his run and was 2nd to Best Ace at the 
3/4 marker, with *The Saint II running 
3rd, a length behind.

Mrs. Charles Ulrich Bay’s IDUN, the 
most expensive yearling filly ever sold 
at public auction, won her second con- 
secutive victory in as many starts when 
she won an allowance race at Saratoga 
by 3 1/2 lengths. 

Bred by Leslie Combs II and John W, 
Hanes, IDUN is from the first crop of 
American-bred foals by *Royal Charger. 
The dam, Tige OMyheart, is a sister to 
the 1947 Preakness winner Faultless. 

Mrs. Bay paid $63,000 for the filly at 
the 1956 Keeneland summer sales. 


TOURNAMENT TO RACE TRACK 

The current group of owners and train- 
ers from South Carolina, headed by the 
cousins William Clayton, Isaac and Mclvor 
Prickett, first competed against each other 
as boys when riding in the old-fashioned 
tournaments, a sport in which mounted 
horsemen try to spear on the point ofa 
lance a series of rings suspended in the 
air. 


FIVE IN FIVE DAYS FOR CADILLAC 
When trainer Elmer Trueman recently 
made the statement that he once won five 
races in five days on the same horse, 
Clem McCarthy, racing’s walking en- 
cyclopedia, denied it indignantly. Asked 
to be more specific, Trueman said this 
had happened in the early 1920’s on a 
horse called Cadillac in Shreveport, 
Louisiana. After considerable research, 
Clem found that Cadillac had won four in 
four days and conceded the fifth race. 


MONTAVAL IN INTERNATIONAL 
Gaining another champion, the Inter- 
national Committee of Laurel Race Course 
announced that Montaval, winner of the 
famed King George VI and Queen Elizabeth 
Stakes at Ascot in July, will represent 
France in the $100,000 Washington D.C, 
International race on November 11. 
Although his three-year racing record 
boasts of a score of victories inhis native 
France, Montaval ran the two best races 
of his career in England. As a three-year- 
old last season, the bay four-year-old 
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colt by Norseman-Ballynash by Nasrullah, 
missed winning the English Derby by a 
head from Lavandin. 

This year he won the King George VI 
and Queen Elizabeth Stakes, run under the 
same conditions as the Laurel Internation- 
al (mile and a half, scale weights). First 
held in 1951 in conjunction with the Fes- 
tival of Britain, the Ascot event has be- 
come England’s richest race with Montaval 
earning in excess of $64,000 last July. 

Montaval was bred in France by Am- 
erican Ralph Beaver Strassburger, who 
sent Worden II to Laurel to win the 1953 
International. The four-year-old raced in 
Strassburger’s silks until he was pur- 
chased by the Earl of Harrington, of Pat- 
rickswell, County limerick, Ireland, who 
accepted Laurel President John Schapiro’s 
invitation, 

At the moment, the horse is being train- 
ed in France by Phillipe Lallie for his en- 
gagement at Laurel on November 11, Fred- 
die Palmer, the French riding star who was 
at Laurel in 1955 with Mahan, also owned 
by Strassburger at the time, has been 
handling Montaval in most of his victories, 
but previous engagements may prevent 
his coming to Laurel with the colt.

Ridden by Murt Hoey, the Cana- 
dian-owned ‘chaser was 3 1/2 lenths in 
front of Mrs. A. J. Smithwick’s Crag for 
the place honors. 

Not pressing his field as he did on 
Wednesday, Billing Bear found his own 
pace in the early stages, as did *Evian. 
Permitting Crag and *Montadet, also 
owned by Mrs. Cardy, to set the early 
pace, Kenneth Field and his mount were 
7th and last as one half of the 16 brush 
fences were completed, Calling upon Bill- 
ing Bear in the downhill run to the 12th 
jump, Field gradually moved his mount 
into contention to be 4th behind *Montadet, 
*Evian and Crag over this obstacle. Fenc- 
ing well, Billing Bear worked his way 
forward in the bottom land to take over 
command at the 14th. Drawing away inthe 
uphill grind to the 16th and final brush 
jump, Billing Bear cleared it with *Evian 





trailing by 6 lenghts. Not urging his 
mount in the run to the wire, Field 
guided the veteran ‘chaser to a 6 length 
victory.

FOALING WARNING 

Bob Alexander, owner of Bosque Bonita 
Farm, Versailles, has come up with an 
electronic device for warning night watch- 
men and/or farm managers of a mare’s 
impending foaling time. 

As developed by Mr. Alexander and 
E, R, Cantley, the device consists of a tiny 
transistor transmitter held by a light- 
weight harness webbing on the underside 
of the mare’s neck, When she begins to 
sweat before labor, the perspiration sets 
up a chemical reaction which causes the 
transmitter to broadcast a signal to set off 
an alarm in the night watchman’s quarters 
or the farm manager’s residence. 

Early trials have indicated that the 
mare is neither bothered by the harness 
nor upset by the alarm, which sounds some 
distance from her stall. 

Mr. Alexander believes this invention 
will prove particularly useful on large 
farms which may have several mares due 
to foal the same night. Frequently, while 
the men are attending one mare, another 
may get into more serious foaling diffi- 
culties unnoticed. With the new alarm, the 
men would be alerted whenever a blessed 
event is about to occur. F.T.P.

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My First Bull Fight 
Ehrman B. Mitchell, Ex. M.F.H. 


It was in Valencia that I met him at 
the Hotel Rene’ Victoria. Like all hotels 
named after Queen Victoria it is dated, 
old fashioned, and good. 

I couldn’t help overhearing his con- 
versation about bull fights so, since he 
apparently was also an American, I struck 
up a conversation with him. I asked him 
about duck hunting near Valencia with 
no results, but bull fighting, Yes! I learned 
that he had attended 73 bull fights that 
year and so I was pleased when he said 
**Look me up when you get to Madrid.” 
Naturally, I did. 

It was on a lovely spring Sunday in 
March that we motored to Toledo ina shiny 
1941 Oldsmobile, with our respective 
wives. The drive was through a beautiful 
open cultivated countryside. Toledo, 
standing on a hill surrounded by a mas- 
sive stone wall, looked from a distance like 
a medieval fortress. There was time to 
see the home of El Greco and the museum 
containing his beautiful paintings of the 
Apostles. 

We had lunch out of doors at an attrac- 
tive restaurant outside the walls. A festive 
crowd jammed the place and reminded me 
much of the crowds at a football game in 
the United States. From here we went to 
see the Bull Fight in the arena nearby. 
I had told my wife that I wouldn’t take 
her to a Bull Fight unless she promised 
that she would not stand up and shout 
**Leave that bull alone‘. Strange to say I 
was the one who felt like doing that, while 
she was thrilled by the performance. 

We had good seats in the arena which 
is built in a perfect circle of brown stone. 
Crowded to the top row, it presented a 
very colorful picture. Two large doors 
swung open in the high walls of the Bull 
ring and out came a cavalier in ancient 
costume on horseback and crossed the 
arena. He was followed by the Matadors, 
and Banderilleros, the Picadors and the 
Peons with large purple capes (Capetas), 
All were colorfully dressed according to 
tradition, each costume distinguishing one 
functionnaire from the other. 

Stopping in front of a high box they all 
saluted the President, the Mayor and other 
dignitaries. Then they retired, the cabal- 
lero backing his horse the whole way, 
while the peons took positions behind heavy 
wooden stalls built at intervals around the 
ring. 

Again the door opened and in came a 


beautiful Andalusian Bull. He snorted and 
looked around. Several Peons came near 
waving their capes in his face. When he 
charged they ran for the nearest stall, 
arriving just in time to escape the bull 
who shoved his horns against the stalwart 
oak planking without harming the Peons. 
It was close. 

Next the Picador came in, mounted on 
an old crowbait of a horse, blindfolded so 
he would not know what might be in store 
for him. He was caparisoned like the 
knights of old except for the blanket 
which, instead of being beautifully em- 
broidered silk, was made of heavy quilted 
burlap to protect the horse from the bull’s 
horns. The Picador had a lance which he 
thrust into the hump or withers of ‘el 
toro’’, Meanwhile the bull tried to knock 
down the horse. During one fight the horse 
was knocked over, and visibly gored while 
blvod ran out on the ground of the arena. 
All the while the Peons were waving their 
capes to distract el toro. The purpose of 
the Picador is to weaken the muscles of 
the bull as well as to incite him. Should 
he make too many and too deep thrusts 
of the spear the crowd complains audibly. 

When one horse was knocked out they 
brought in a spanking span of mules to 
drag it off, thinking it was dead, What a 
surprise when he jumped up and walked 
out. Alice stood up and cheered. Ronny 
quickly pulled her down saying ‘*You must 
never cheer the horse.”’ I couldn’t help 
clapping. 

This part of the bullfight is known as 
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the lst Tercio. The 2nd Tercio is the in- 
sertion of the Banderillas - long sticks 
with iron points and brilliantly decorated 
with paper, some green, pink, red or blue. 

Suddenly a man, dressed much like the 
Matador except for a different pastel 
color, stepped in front of the bull. Deftly 
the Banderilliero reached over the horns 
and inserted two banderillas in the hump 
behind the neck. Thenanother and another 
until there were six, three on each side, 
These drew trickles of blood which made 
red streaks down the black side of the bull. 
Their purpose, like the Picador’s lance, 
is to weaken the muscles of ‘‘el toro’’ as 
well as to incite him to anger. 

The 3rd Tercio is the Faena whi... 
literally translated means “‘business’’. 
The Matador comes in alone with his red 
cape on a frame so he can manipulate it 
with one hand. He torments the bull who 
charges into the cape. Or he stands still 
and lets el toro pass dangerously close 
to him, while he steps deftly to one side. 
This goes on for some time amidst wild 
applause, signor Matador showing skill 
in many different aspects of el copeta. Here 
is where the real artistry of bull fighting is 
apparent. ‘‘Ole, Ole’’ is the Spanish shout 
of applause and, as the Matador deftly 
twists his body and lets the bull charge 
past within inches of his tight silk trousers, 
the roar of applause is deafening. 

Finally the Matador asks permission 
of the gallery to kill the bull. Standing in 
front of the animal he points the straight 
narrow sword, taking aim, and then quickly 
thrusts it into the neck of the bull over 
the top of its horns. Sometimes the sword 
goes in to the hilt which does not seem to 
disturb the bull very much, After several 
such tries he takes a sword with a cross 
piece near the point and this time he should 
kill. There is a small place behind the 
horns he must find. If he does, the bull 
slumps to the ground, instantly killed, If 
he does not succeed, then El] Puntlero 
(the butcher) comes in with a short dagger 
which he jabs into a vulnerable spot from 
the side. 

Sometimes, 


if the bull seems too

difficult to kill, the peons wave their capes 
to distract ‘‘el toro”. To the inexperienced 
observer there does not seem to be as 
much danger as there really is. 

Pepe Louis, an old seasoned fighter, 
No. 1 on our program, was seriously 
gored the year before and you could see the 
fear in his eyes. He should retire. Mano- 
lete, favorite for many years was killed 
in 1947, 

The crowd is constantly cheering or 
booing according to the progress of the 
fight. Pepe in his second fight received 
many boos for el Puntlero had tobe called 
in after the Peons, waving their capes, 
tried their best to help the Matador. I 
thought this brave bull had won the battle 
and should be allowed to live. 

No. 2 on the program, Aparicio, was a 
young and agile fighter who dispatched the 
bull with the use of one sword and the 
descabilla, the sword with the crosspiece. 

The best fight was No. 3 on the pro- 
gram, Antonete, a young Matador who had 
just recently received his diploma or 
license to fight. He was agile and graceful. 
After the bull collapsed he clipped of one 
ear and threw it to his beautiful wife 
sitting near us. 

On arriving back in Madrid about 7:00 
p.m. the four of us went to the Cafe of the 
Matadors and Ronny ate baby eels, about 
two inches long. Preserve Me! But I must 
say that without his company I would never 
have appreciated the fine points of the 
bull fight.

Dept. However, there was quite a large 
field out and although the covert is very 
big and the field contained on three sides in 
the concession, hounds worked their fox 
well round what I call the bowl, the music 
was wonderful, echoing across the valley, 
and a large fox was put to ground, It was 
then 10 o’clock and getting very hot when 
we came out of the cool woods, so the 
Master decided to call it a day. 

Wed. Sept. 4th - was cancelled owing to 
the sudden death of Mr. Harold Woolnough. 
Sat . Sept. 7th - we worked northfrom the 
meet at Eaton Hall, coming eventually to 
the covert behind the Pearson’s farm, 
hounds worked in there for a while and 
then pushed a fox out and went in a big 
circle four times round, between he 
Pearson’s wood and the Green Lane being 
picked up for the day at about noon. Wed.

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Yasuo Kuniyoshi was born in Japan in 
1893 and came to the United States at the 
age of 13.

The lithograph in question ‘‘The 
Bullfight’’, having been done in 1928 in 
one of the earlier stages, is a true to 
life, yet imaginative picture. In the latter 
stages his work tended towards the more 
abstract and his last pictures ‘‘reflect 
the grim undertone of a dissolving and 
disintegrating world.” 

All in all his works fused the trad- 
itions of the Eastern and Western worlds.

VIRGINIA HUNTING MAP 

Through the generosity of Forest E. 
Mars of Middleburg, Va., there has re- 
cently been published a ‘‘Guide Map for 
Piedmont, Middleburg and Orange County 
Hunts’. This is on a sheet 36 by 45 inches 
at a scale of 1 to 48,000. Contours are 
indicated at intervals of 20 feet. Also in- 
dicated are roads, trails, railroads, 
houses, barns, lakes, streams, marshes 
and woodland. The woodland is indicated 
in green, the contours in brown, hunt 
boundaries and meeting points in red and 
other features in black, Hunt data has been 
furnished by Mrs. A. C. Randolph, Joint- 
M.F.H., Piedmont Foxhounds, Upperville, 
Va.; Newell J. Ward, Jr., M.F.H., Middle- 
burg Hunt, Middleburg, Va.; andCharles G, 
Turner, M.F.H., Orange County Hunt, The 
Plains, Va. Coordination of the hunt and 
map data was accomplished by Col. Harold 
E. Potter of Aldie, Va. One hundred and 
eight meets and reference points are lo- 
cated in the Piedmont country, 82 points in 
the Middleburg country and 196 points in 
the Orange County country. These are in- 
dicated by numbers on the map and are 
also listed in the margin by numbers with 
the names of the various points and of 
their owners when these are farms. 

All in all, this is one of the most com- 
plete and sumptuous hunting maps which 
has ever come to our attention. Mr. Mars 
has rendered an important service to fox- 
hunters and sportsmen in the Northern 
Virginia area by underwriting the project. 
Only 200 copies have been printed which 
are available at $10 each from Donald W. 
Patterson, Secretary of the Orange County 
Hunt, The Plains, Va. The small edition 
necessarily makes them collectors’ items 
from the start. The demand will certainly 
be much larger than the supply so we 
suggest that those interested communicate 
with Mr. Patterson with all possible speed.

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British Pony Club Instructors’ Course 
H. Misa 


It was my good fortune to attend The 
Third Pony Club Instructors’ Demonstra- 
tion which was held at the King’s Troop, 
R.H.A, St. John’s Wood Barracks by per- 
mission of the Commanding Officer, on 
July 18th, and 19th, Nearly 200 people 
representing 150 Branches were present, 
the most travelled having journeyed from 
New Zealand. In the absence of Colonel 
Cubitt, who was in Virginia judging the 
National Rally of the United States Pony 
Clubs, Brigadier KeithDunn organized the 
Demonstration, 

The first aim was to present an example 
of a Demonstration, which the Chief In- 
structors of Branches could pass on to 
their Junior Instructors. The second was 
to show how to “‘put over” the lessons to 
children and teenagers - a very different 
method to instructing adults. 

The standard of knowledge and in- 
structional ability of those present varied 
very considerably. Some possessed a great 
deal of experience of instructing in the 
Pony Club or in Military and/or Civilian 
Riding Establishments, whilst others had 
had little or no experience. The Course 
was based on the Text Books, The Pony 
Club Instructors’ Hand Book and Horse- 
manship for The Pony Club. The “‘guinea 
pigs’’, who formed the various rides, were 
chosen from the candidates and rode 
trained horses kindly lent by the R.H.A,

Ride of children between D. and C, Stan- 
dard was given by Mrs D. Pagnamenta, 
She emphasised the necessity for the In- 
structor to know the book thoroughly; to 
gain the children’s confidence; and to en- 
courage them, e.g. “‘is’nt this a better way 
of doing it, Johnnie’’, rather than “* John- 
nie, that is all wrong’’. In the jumping 
at the end of the lesson, no child, who does 
not wish to do so, should in anyway be 
urged or compelled to do so - in fact the 
creation of a happy rather than a compet- 
itive spirit. 

Colonel Scott, whorode in Britain’s 
team, which was third in the Jumping at 
The Olympic Games 1948, showed us how to 
give a Jumping Lesson, the highlight of the 
course. The most salient points were; start 
low; smoothness, approaching the jump, 
over the jump and after the jump; if a 
pony ‘rushes’ circle him round the jump 
until he has calmed down; if he runs out, 
turn him back in the opposite direction, 
the importance of ground schooling; the 
rider must never try to place the pony 
with his hands; finally always keep the 
obstacles small, three feet with wings is 
quite high enough; one final rehearsal at 
the full height will suffice; the Rider, his 
seat; weight just off the seat bones; squeeze 
with the legs every stride; if, the pony is 
a “‘sticky’’ jumper, the rider must sit 
down little more and squeeze a little more; 
but he must still keep a little forward. 


Cleaning Tack 

From this we passed to what to a 
great many people is a very tedious 
task - tack cleanino, Miss Howett showed 
us not only how to make it less tedious 
but interesting and amusing by making 
Members of the Ride take part in it. It 
was quite surprising how tied up some 
experienced folk became, when they en- 
deavoured to put a bridle together again. 

In the afternoon, Mrs Williams, as- 
sisted by Mrs Inderwick, gave us ademon- 
stration of and a talk on Dressage. The 
former had represented us at the Olympic 
Games. She spoke about the seat, the ne- 
cessity for suppleness in both the rider 
and the pony and for the rider to use 
his loins. She also showed us some of 
the faults, which frequently occur in the 
schooling of ponies and their remedies. 

In the morning of the second day two 
more demonstration rides were held. 
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These were taken by Mrs. Dorothy Johnson 
and Mr. Brian Young and were intended 
for children between B. and C, Stand- 


ards, and those aiming for A Standard, 
The former ride concluded with some 


jumping, and stress was laid on the 
fact that, if ponies are sticky or refuse, 
the Instructor and any assistants, who 
may be helping him, must put matters 
right. On no account must any “‘hurrosh- 
ing’® of the ponies by Parents or well 
meaning but misguided spectators be al- 
lowed. 

The latter was for the older candidates 
working for the Pony Club’s highest Test. 
Quiemess was again the key note of the 
Instruction. It was demonstrated how the 
Members could work and train their ponies 
individually. The ponies were expected to 
be “‘on the bit” and a higher stadard of 
equitation was aimed at than those for the 
previous rides. 


Stable Management 

Thence we passed on to what can quite 
easily be the second most boring subject 
**‘Stable Management’’. Major Davenport, 
possessed of life long experience in in- 
structing both in the Army and in Civilian 
life, quickly showed us how interest can 
be created and boredom expelled. 

Before doing so, he stressed most 
forcibly that, if we, the older generation, 
can succeed in instilling a high standard 
of Animal Management into the rising 
generation, the product of a mechanized 
age, we shall be doing more to prevent 
unnecessary sufferings in animals, thanis 
done by the combined efforts of the whole 
of the Societies for the Prevention of 
Cruelty to Animals throughout the World. 
His methods in order “‘to get his instruct- 
ion over’ were as follows: The Comic.- 
This depends greatly upon the personality 
of the Instructor. Given the right person, it 
can be excellent, contra it can or could be 
a most painful flop. Cramming. AMember 
reads out a few lines or paragraphs from 
the text book. Stop. The children carry 
them out. A. Bran Tub. This particularly 
for the smaller children. A child dips in 
his hand and draws out a grooming imple- 
ment. Let us say a body brush, The 
Instructor asks him; Hullo, what have we 
got here? A body brush, What is that for? 
Oh, I use it to groom my pony. How do 
you do that? Johnnie, you please show us 
what good does it do the pony? etc. etc. 
Keep the class interested all the time. 
Teaching without tears. If one can only 
get it into their minds, when they are young 
they will never forget it. 

The following conclusions were derived 
from the course;- The instructor must 
possess a through knowledge of his text- 
book. He mut be mounted on a suitable 
horse, so that he candeomonstrate. Always 
finish on a successful note, even, if it 
means cutting the Rally a little short. No 
Rally can ever be deemed to have been 
a successful one, unless at least one of the 
Members, asks “‘Please, when is the next 
Rally, as I do so want to come to it?” 
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“Nothing Ventured-Nothing Gained” 


Col. Seunig’s Texas Pupils 
Mary, Countess of Seckendorff 


Do you know where thetown of Ansbach 
is situated? It is in the North of Bavaria 
- a dreamy little townlet which now has 
international fame only during the Bach- 
Week in mid-summer. In her hey-day 
Ansbach was under the reign of the 
Margraves and afterwards was the garri- 
son of the famous Kings-own-Lancers 
(the only regiment which attacked on 
horseback during the First World Warl). 
In this epoch my ancestors, the Counts 
of Seckendorff, who then were prime 
ministers, ambassadors and field-mar- 
shalls, built our family seat, the Blue 
Castle of Obernzenn, which is several 
miles from Ansbach and one of the 
finest examples of the Rococo-style. To- 
day the duty of representation is not so 
costly and difficult for us as the duty 
of maintaining this castle. 

The days of the Lancers are past 
but another famous horseman lives now 
in Ansbach - Waldemar Seunig. His re- 
putation as a rider, judge and writer is 
international. One of his books, ‘*HORSE- 
MANSHIP”’, which was published in tran- 
slation in the USA some months ago, is, 
according to the judgement of many 
American critics, the best book ever 
written on this subject. There is no 
horse or pupil who is not subject to 
the divining-rod of his art, and it is a 
pleasure to watch him when he schools 
young horses. 

In Dallas, Texas, lives an old friend 
of his, Edgar Petkovich. He is the teacher 
of two young ladies: Cynthia Brants and 
Carol Frazer. One day he said: “‘If you 
would enjoy classical dressage you should 
visit my friend Seunig in Germany’’. The 
two decided on the spot to fly toGermany. 
And so they arrived in Ansbach in the 
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middle of Bach- Week, when every bed was 
taken, 

I am also a pupil of Colonel Seunig 
and we train our horses together every 
day. Cynthia and Carol burst in on our 
routine. We put them on our horses and 
lo - with their supple seats and their 
native horse-sense, they accomodated

The best test of their horsemanship is 
Colonel Seunig’s Fahnetreue, daughter of 
Futurist I, who is very finely trained to 
the aids. They get along also with my 
beloved Julischka, a young horse, whom I 
like to school, often bare-back, 

Our mounted lessons and our dis- 
cussions about the whys and wherefores

This year’s Piping Rock show had a 
complaint that many horse show secre- 
taries would like to share with Mrs. 
Knickerbocker....so many entries that 
luncheon recesses had to be eliminated 
and two classes scheduled for Saturday 
had to be postponed until Sunday because 
of impending darkness. Actually, there 
were some 400 entries more than last 
year, according to the officials, and even 
the added day couldn’t accomodate the sch- 
edule. 

The opening day, with free general 
admission, was devoted entirely to under 
saddle and dressage. The dressage compe- 
tition for the Robertson Merrill trophy 
proved to be extremely popular to both 
older and younger riders, Nine entrants 
completed the AHSA B-3 test without 
incident and without any withdrawals or 
falls. Jessica Newberry, who has just 
returned from her schooling in Germany 
gained a second leg on the trophy in 
as many weeks, Second to her was Karen 
McIntosh riding animported German 
horse, Scipio. 

With so many good horses, it was rath- 
er natural that not one was able to es- 
tablish a really commanding point lead 
in any division. Probably, the closest thing 
to dominance of a division was held by 
‘the-horses under the management of Em- 
erson’ Burr of Fairfield Hunt Club, They 
accounted for both tricolors in the junior 
division with the owner-rider conbinations 
of Bessie Bulkley and May Day and Joan 
Draper and Silver Science. Fairfield also 
was best among the junior hunt teams with 
May, Joan Draper riding Harry deLeyer’s 
Dan River and Elizabeth Few on her own 
Baltazar. 

The only hunter to follow through after 
winning his first class, the model, was 
Templeton Stables’ Cameda, ridden by Ro- 
bert Burke. He carried on right straight 
through to the stake and the champion- 
ship for the green conformation horses. 
Reserve to him was Mrs. C, Randolph's 
3 year old Caliban ridden by Gene Pillion. 

As per usual, Peggy Augustus’ Waiting 
Home won the model. However, he chose 
to stop more often than go in the perfor- 
mance classes and was out of contention 
for the championship. Starting out second 
to Waiting Home, Mr. and Mrs. D.R. 
Motch’s Thou Swell continued to improve 
his position for rider Robert Motch (and 
Althea Knickerbocker in the lady’s) and 
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won both the stake and the championship. 
It was announced that Miss E,R.Sears’ 
Pike’s Peak was reserve. After, a brill- 
iant round to win the lady’s with Sara 
Ann Cavanagh riding, he had seemed a 
favorite for the tricolor. However, being 
left out of the ribbons in one class 
after stopping at the very troublesome 
**garden gate” proved to be too much of 
a point loss toovercome. Even the reserve 
was not to be his. It was discovered 
that actually a tie existed between Pike’s 
Peak, ridden by Charles Dennehy and 
Chinquapin Farm’s Silverminer, ridden 
by Jack Payne. Since Silverminer had won 
the hack in which Pike’s Peak was not 
shown, the results of the hack off were 
somewhat of a foregone conclusion. 

The green working hunters comprising 
the biggest hunter division were in a real 
scramble for the blue ribbons. Even the 
champion, North Hill Farm’s Be Be, a 
remarkable steady performer for a three 
year old, had only one to his rider 
Robert 


Motch’s credit. The more ex- 
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went on, And surprisingly enough, it was 
in the classes with the biggest courses 
that they had the least success easily, 
the outstanding performance of the show 
was that of The Clown, when the easy 
going chestnut carried Betty Boseley to 
clean round over the five foot course put 
up for the third day of the Blitz. There 
were several good jump-offs in the F.E.I, 
Bonus class when Miss E.R.Sear’s Dia- 
mant ridden by Charles Dennehy and Mr. 
and Mrs. D.T.Keliey’s Andante, each went 
clean three times, with Diamant finally 
gaining the blue on time. 

In the long run, it was the so consis- 
tent Andante who carried off the major 
honors by winning both the three day Blitz 
and the show title. Reserve to her was 
another Dennehy ridden horse, Miss E.R. 
Sear’s Ksar d’Esprit. 

Betty Boseley played a prominent part 
among the green jumper entries when 
he rode Waverly Farm’s former confor- 
mation champion, The Cad, to the title.

Dad 
recalled that the handicapped colt won by 
half a length. 

In those days before the Civil War, 
there were few schools for young ladies 
in Maryland. Consequently, the Governor 
brought in a resident tutor to teach his 
daughters. The Bowie girls invited my 
father’s sister to join them and share the 
tutor’s services. In this way my aunt 
got part of her education, 

One day some 60 years ago, I mounted 
my hack - a good natured black - and 
rode in company with my cousin some 
30 miles to visit relatives in Maryland. 
Bel Air was on the route from Washington 
and the late Mr. Woodward’s father and 
uncle received us hospitably and showed 
a deep interest in the above events. 

Finally, let me say that the deer which 
used to roam in the enclosure at Mt. 
Vernon when I was a boy were the des- 
cendants of the animals which came from 
Bel Air, as the gift to George Washington 
from the Colonial Governor (Tasker) who 
then owned the estate. I hope the new 
owner preserves the old mansion,

gave it to America, and not to England. 

De Lancey’s flocks and herds were the 
finest in all the region, the produce of im- 
ported strains, brought from the best pas- 
tures of the Old World. De Lancey’s fields 
spoke for themselves of his skill and care. 
How straight were the rows of his orch- 
ards, and how trim the lines of his fences. 
The chanting of his slaves struck the 
traveller’s ear as they plowed his lands 
and reaped his harvests. Across the mead- 
ows that lay by the Bowery road grazed 
De Lancey’s horses. 

Especially De Lancey’s horses! How 
often did the passer-by pause to lean 
awhile on the roadside fence, or halt his 
hairy-legged nag of the Flanders breed and 
sit with slackened reins to watch the horses 
grazing in the De Lancey paddocks. They 
were the pride of the young Colony. Their 
names were familiar in every northern 
gentleman’s household. Their reputation 
was established in the foremost horse- 
raising sections of the horse- loving South. 
This was the best stud in all the Colonies. 

Now and then, once and sometimes 
twice in a lifetime, a very great horse is 
born, and from the beginning all men know 
that it is great. In De Lancey’s meadows 
was a little filly destined to become the 
greatest horse of her era. Time has shown 
that she was more than that. She became 
one of the outstanding matriarchs of the 
Thoroughbred breed. 

She was a gentle little filly, too great 
a pet and toovaluable to be sold, too close- 
ly guarded to be stolen or harmed. Her 
future appeared to be assured. In the ord- 
inary course of things, she would have gone 
out from the Bowery House paddocks to 
race for Captain James, thencome back to 
rear her foals in the meadows where she 
had played; and eventually buried on the 
farm where she was born, But sometimes 
Fortune plays strange pranks with the lives 
of horses, as it does with men. This little 
filly had a different story. Life took her 
very far from the pastures of Captain 
James, and death left her, after many 
years, a long, long way from the fields by 
the dark river. And where she went, and 
how she lived, and what she did, area part 
of the great tradition of the modern race 
horse.

Round Table and *Gallant Man 

We apparently are not going to be so 
fortunate in getting a three-year-old 
champion or even a ‘‘Horse of the Year”’. 
The two sophomores good enough to be 
rated tops in their own bracket, and 
perhaps even to be considered over the 
older stars of the spotty handicap division, 
continue - like Sputnik and its launcher- 
rocket - to travel their separate orbits. 
Both of the Russian devices will probably 
be down before Travis M. Kerr’s Round 
Table and Ralph Lowe’s *Gallant Man 
hook up. 

On the same program with the Cham- 
pagne, the Jockey Club Gold Cup was run 
Saturday as a vehicle to prove *Gallant 
Man’s continued mastery of the three- 
year-olds and some of the older horses 
in the East. Jockey Shoemaker, who thus 
had his most lucrative day since he began 
race riding nine years ago, rated *Gallant 
Man excellently in the five- horse field that 
contested the two-mile event, and moved 
with speed to spare through the stretch 
to win by a length from C, T. Chenery’s 
Third Brother who was something of a 
surprise after a few dubious recent per- 
formances. Woodley Lane Farm’s Reneg- 
ed was eight lengths away in third and if 
one looked way up the stretch Bureaucracy 
and Jocko’s Walk could be seen in fourth 
and fifth positions respectively. Time was 
3:23, more than three seconds shy of 
Nashua’s track record set in the same race 
last year. 

It is reasonable to presume that there 
isn’t a horse in America capable of beat- 
ing *Gallant Man on the dirt at distances 
of 1 1/2 miles and over, but in this coun-

try we can’t always determine our champ- 
ions from the infrequently contested mara- 
thons. Trainer Johnny Nerud believes that 
*Gallant Man has done enough, however, 
to earn ‘‘Horse of the Year’’ laurels and 
is planning nothing for the imported son 
of Migoli-Majideh, by *Mahmoud, beyond 
the $75,000 Gallant Fox Handicap at Ja- 
maica on November 2. 

While *Gallant Man was pleasing his 
multitude of rooters in New York and its 
suburbia, Round Table scored a mighty 
victory in the $126,550 Hawthorne Gold 
Cup in suburban Chicago over Swoon’s 
Son, Find and three others. Ridden by 
Willie Harmatz in the absence of Shoe- 
maker, Round Table lay off Swoon’s Son’s 
pace down the backstretch, moved freely 
to the lead in the stretch, and won in hand 
by three lengths. 

It was a stunning defeat for Swoon’s 
Son, though the E, Gay Drake colorbearer 
lugged top weight of 128 pounds - to 121 
on Round Table - and ran 1 1/4 miles, 
which is probably just a furlong longer 
than his best distance. After a mile, 
Swoon’s Son led by a head and deep inside 
the stretch was only that same margin 
behind Round Table. Swoon’s Son is cer- 
tainly the best weight carrier we have 
active at present and with seven rich 
stakes victories including two track re- 
cords this season under poundage from 
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128 to 132, he still may make a claim to 
“*Horse of the Year’’ honors by coming 
eastward in the remaining weeks of the 
season to take on all comers. 

Round Table stole the march on the 
other title contenders, however, when he 
accomplished his victory over Swoon’s Son 
in track record time of 2:01 1/5Sth, It was 
his 10th consecutive victory, if one counts 
two exhibitions, and boosted his earnings 
to $645,970, ninth best of all time. He has 
beaten older horses on several occasions 
and he has won on the grass, too, his 
victory in the recent United Nations at 
Atlantic City being one of the gamest per- 
formances by any horse this year. 

Yet, there apparently is to be no meet- 
ing between Round Table and *Gallant 
Man to decide the issue with fact instead 
of argument. Nerud doesn’t want to leave 
New York with *Gallant Man (he has many 
other horses in races there) and Willie 
Molter , who conditions Round Table, 
does not feel kindly towards New York 
tracks. He is sending Round Table to Gar- 
den State where he is eligible for the 
$75,000 Trenton Handicap on November 
9. Advised of this fact, Nerud ‘“‘allowed 
as how’’ he might go as far afield as 
New Jersey, but he wants it understood 
that he is ‘‘not chasing” Round Table, con- 
vinced as he is, that *Gallant Man is al- 
ready proven the best. Pardon the re- 
dumdancy, but Messrs. Kerr and Molter 
are convinced of the same thing for their 
horse. They are not chasing *Gallant Man 
either, and perhaps it would be a better 
thing for racing fans if both camps were 
not quite so prideful. Places where they 
could (if they would) meet include the 
Trenton, the WashingtonD,C, International 
on November 11 and the Pimlico Special 
on November 30. 


Suffolk Downs 
*Ros-Nuala, an Irish-bred son of Per- 
sianGulf-Lady’s View who had scored two 
recent allowance victories though he is a 
graduate of the claiming ranks this season, 
carried 108 pounds to a wire-to-wire win in 
the inaugural running of the $28,450 New 
England Turf Handicap at the East Boston 
track last Saturday. Owned by P, A. Tam- 
buro and trained by P, Crocco, he was 
capably rated in front by young David 
DeRoin in the about 1 1/2 miles run 
over the chlorophyll course. Clifford Bur- 
ton’s Roman Battle, 116 pounds, just miss- 
ed in a belated stretch drive while Saratoga 
Pete, at 55-to-1, was third, The time was

Perhaps the outcome should 
never have been in doubt. Manteau was 
ridden by Sammy Boulmetis who has 
accounted for three previous runnings of 
the Quaker City. 

Also at Garden State Saturday, Mrs. 
Charles U, Bay’s Idun (pronounced E-doon 
and named after a goddess of Nordic 
mythology) continued her unbeaten streak 
by nosing out Quig Flame in a $10,000 
allowance race for 2-year-old fillies 
pointing for next Saturday’s Gardenia, 
the richest 2-year-old filly race on the 
globe. She packed 121 pounds and Boul- 
metis helped her get the mile in 1:37 2/5, 
Purchased for $63,000 by Trainer Sherrill 
W. Ward at last summer’s Keeneland 
Sales, she is daughter of *Royal Charger 
out of the Bull Lea mare, Tige O‘Myheart 
bred by Leslie Combs 2nd and John W. 
Hanes. She looks like the 2-year-old 
filly champion,

Bold Ruler, whose speed never has 
been questioned, turned in a new track

Because of racing at the hunt meetings

Billy Frantz, Jr., 
responding to ‘pistol inthe back methods” 
reluctantly agreed to enter Mr. United, a 
maiden, against five others which has won 
more or less recently. The day of the 
race, he had already planned on running 
Mr. United back on the following Monday in 
a race for non-winners of $1,500 at any 
time. ‘‘Unfortunately” for Billy Frantz, 
this became impossible. Lucky Trine, the 
favorite, and winner of two races at Roll- 
ing Rock, went out in front and winged in- 
to a lead which was seven or eight lengths 
at one time, but when the serious racing 
began around the last turn, the white and 
gold silks of Kenny Field on Mr. United 
somehow got to the front, and that was the 
story at the finish line. Three lengths 
away, Blen Mote was the runner-up, while 
Out of Reach and Phalene shared the minor 
share of the purse in that order. As Tom 
O‘Reilly might say, ‘“‘Anyone for pistols 
at dawn?”
